The  more  pure  the  water  is 
in  iiich  cafes,  the  greater  is  the  cold  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  evaporation:  hence  it  is 
that  tlie  neutral  falls  in  fea-watet  pre¬ 
vent  thole  accidents  (by  their  (limiilus 
on  the  Ikin,  and  diminilhing  the  evapo¬ 
ration)  w’bich  arife  from  being  wet  with 
water  more  pure :  but  the  principal  rea- 
fon  why  tailors  fleep  in  their  wet  cloaths, 
is  from  cuftom  and  habit. 

Damp  Jhetts  or  jhirts  adt  in  the  fame 
manner  as  wet  cloaths,  but  with  more 
certainty;  for  this  reafon,  cold  adts  on 
the  fyltem  according  to  the  quantity  of 
heat  in  it,  and  during  fleep  much  Icfs 
heat  is  produced  than  when  awake. 
This  is  evident  to  every  one  who  regards 
the  difference  of  cloathing  by  night  and 
day,  cold,  in  fuch  cafes,  adls  therefore 
with  double  force.  It  is  from  this  dimi- 
niflied  a(5tion  of  the  living  principle  du¬ 
ring  fleep,  fuch  great  danger  arifes  by 
fleeping  in  any  open  place,  or  where  any 
ftream  of  air  may  blow  on  us,  while  a 
perfon  might  fit  reading  pr  talking  in 
the  fame  place  the  whole  day,  without 
the  Icaft  accident  whatever. 

Mo{jl  or  damp  air^  is  when  there  is 
a  certain  quantity  of  water  mixed  me¬ 
chanically,  as  the  chymifts  term  it,  with 
the  air.  Such  air,  expofed  to  either 
heat  or  cold,  will  chemically  combine 
with  the  whole  of  its  water,  and  produce, 
during  fuch  a  combination,  fevcral  de¬ 
grees  of  cold.'  If,  therefore,  fuch  moift 
air  be  applied  to  the  furface  of  the  body, 
the  heat  will  produce  a  chemical  conrtbi- 
nation,  which  will  have  the  fame  effefts 
as  if  a^Hal  cold  was  applied,  and  be  e- 
qually  productive  of  difealcs.  This  air 
it  is  which  renders  all  tnarfliy  countries, 
all  new  fettlements  on  w'oody  iflands  or 
continents,  fo  very  unhealthy.

backt  more  caution  is  necejfary,  -When 
we  are  unavoidably  expofed  to  any  of 
thefe  caufes  of  difeafes,  the  only  prefer- 
vative  is  exercife  ora  glafs  of  brandy; 
for  a  man,  thc.lcaft  elevated  with*liquor< 
may  expofe  himfelf  to  ’clrcnmftanoca 
which  would  be  fatal  to’ another  perfbn* 
All  thefe  caufes  of  difeafes  arc  render¬ 
ed  more  certain  in  their  effedls,  from  the 
particular  irritability  or  difpofition  of 
the  hotly  tt)  be  affected  more  or  lefs  at 
different  times:  it  is  this  difpofiHon 
which  renders  it  lafer  for  one  mart  to 
fleep  a  w’holc  night  on  the  ground,  than 
another  to  fuffer  the  wind  of  a  kcv-hold 
to  blow  on  him.

TIk*  defire  of  fame  is  almoft  as  univer- 
fal  as  that  of  happinefs;  it  is. implanted 
in  us  for  a  principle  of  a<ition  :  But  the 
applaufc  of  this  world  is  difiicult  to  be 
obtained,  and  eafily  loft ;  ambition  brings 
a  man  very  little  happinefs,  but  fubjedts 
]\iiT\  to  much  uncafinefs  and  difquict. 
Let  the  ambitious,  therefore,  turn  his 
defire  i>f  fame  into  its  proper  channel ; 
then,  though  in  this  world  a  ftate  of 
poverty  may  oblcure  his  virtues,  the 
time  will  come  when  the  Sujjreme  Lord 
of  heaven  and  earth,  who  poflefles  all 
poftible  pprfedion  in  himrelf,  and  view's 
every  degree  of  it  in  his  creatures,  lhall 
proclaim  his  wmrth  before  men  and  an¬ 
gels.  It  is  a  laudable  ambition  to  endea¬ 
vour  to  advance  ourlelves  in  another 
world,  to  become  eminent  in  a  ftate 
which  is  to  fettle  our  deftination  for 
eternity. 

But  the  maiT  who  is  only  ambitions  of 
feemiwg  great  in  the  eyes  of  the  world, 
can  never  enjoy  real  happinefs,  becaufe 
his  an^bition  is  never  fatiatc.  The  ftory 
recorded  of  Alexander  the  Great  tends 
to  confirm  this;  who,  after  he  had  con¬ 
quered  ali  the  then  knowii  world,  wept, 
becaufc,  of  neceffity,  his  cbnq«cfts*were 
terminate.  Was  not  the  philofopher 
Lpie^tetus  happier?  who,  though  a  flave, 
vet  decUicd  lie  w’3?  contciiw  with  the 
parttbuit  the  J)eity  bad  appointed  him 
to  ae^,  and  that  it  was  incumbent  upon 
ail  to  l>e  fp.  The  intemperate  debiu- 
chee,  funk  in  eftetninary  and  luxury, 
thinks  his  happineis  confifts  in  the  giati- 
fcaiion  of  hi>,  fcnliial  appetite , ;  hut  he 
fcon  finds  that  he  is  falally  udftakcu : 


Immciliately  his  plcafurcs  become  infi- 
pid,  and  tends  to  ruin  his  conftitution  ; 
and,  while  temperance  woul4bJtvc  made 
his  blood  flow  with  an  even  and  unin¬ 
terrupted  courfe  in  its  channels,  anA 
his  arteries  and  finews  remain  able  t*i 
‘perform  their  feveral  fun^Bons:  Intem¬ 
perance  has  doomed  him  to  groan  under 
the  iron  hand  of  old  age;  his  finews  tct 
lixed,  hia  natural  moifture  dried  up, 
and  he  is  only  a  meagre  flecleton,  the 
Ihadow  of  what  he  mi^ht  have  been;  ia 
a  word,  he  who  has  his  views  of  happi¬ 
nefs  confined  to  the  plcafures  this'workt 
can  ^tird,  muft  find  that  they  arc  by  nd 
means  calculated  to  gratify  the  boundlcfa 
defiresof  his  .immortal  foul. 

But  a  death-bed  ftiew's  the  emptinefa 
of  worldly  ambition  in  a  true  light; 
what  does  founding  titles  avail  the  poof 
difpiiitcd  finner  when  he  is  lying,  hit 
bcKly  racked  with  pains,  and  his  fout 
with  the  terror  of  that  ftate  be  is  about 
to  enter  ujwn  ?  Do  they  not  rather  look 
like  infult  and  mockery  ?  Who  can  utter 
the  anguifti  of  a  foul  under  the  appre- 
henfions  of  eternal  mifery,  with  no  ray 
of  hope  to  dart  acroi's  the  tremenduous 
gloom  ?  If  he  refle^ta  upon  his  paft  lifei 
it  is  all  a  feene  of  guilt  and  infamy ;  afr 
fords  no  comfort,  but  greatly  Vnereaiet 
his  mifery.  He  now  wifhes  thkt  he  had

moft  parts  of  .Europe.  She  fpoke  many 
languages  with  great  fluency;  (he  had 
fine  dark  eyes,  jet  hair,  and  her  com¬ 
plexion  conftituted  her  what  is  (tiled  the 
olive  bc.}uty.  By  this  lady  he  had  more 
than  one  pledge  of  their  fondnefs ;  and 
probably„if  (he  had  lived,  would  (till  have 
reigned  foie  emprefs  of  his  afiTedions.

A  Genuine  Anecdote. 

TT  is  pretty  generally  known,  that 
1  George  I.  licid  a  hrrn  opinion,  that 
his  (pjcen  had  proved  falfe.to  his  bed, 
and  that  t!\c  objed  of  her  .alfcdions  was 
count  Koningfinark.  So  ftrongly  did 
this  opinion  work  on  the  monarch’s 
mind,  that  he  cor.Hned  his  cpicen  in  a 
calllc  of  his  own  in  Hanover,  and  was 
icfolved  never  to  owni  George  IT.  for  his 
foil.  But  his  friends  reprefented  to  him, 
that  it  would  not  only  bring  infamy  upon 
liimfclf,  but  divert  the  line  of  lucceflioii 
from  his  family. 

-  I'hefe  eoufiderations  w’cre  powerful, 
and  be  law  the  necelHty  of  following 
fiieli  falnlary  advice.  Accordingly,  in 
public,  he  was  obliged  to  own  the  prince 
for  Ins  Ton,  though  in  private,  and  to  his 
intimate  favourites,  he  HedfaHly  and  con- 
(lantly  declared,  that  he  (the  prince) 
was  not  the  ilTuc  of  his  loins.

SIR, 

Ip  VERY  one  muft  be  fenQble  of  the  ad- 
vantages  wbkh  the  learned  world 
hafi  reaped  from  the  wo^ks  of  the  cele¬ 
brated  Mr  Thomas  Ruddiman,  upon 
grammar  in  general,  and  Latin  grammar 
in  particular.  The  firft  book  he  favoured 
us  with  was  the  Rndiments  of  the  Ro¬ 
man  tongue.  This  is  a  finifhed  piece, 
and  gives  full  evidence  of  his  learning 
and  abilities.  Here  he  hds  made  the 
declenfion  of  nouns  and  verbs  eaf^  to  tlie 
youugeft  icholar.  He  has  alfo  given  us 
principles  of  the  Englifh  language,  which, 
if  properly  dilated  on  by  an  able  mafter, 
perhaps  fudiciently  develop  the  genius 
of  the  mother  tongue.  He  has  fubjoined 
thofe  of  the  Latin  Syntax,  and  gWen  us 
general  rules  under  every  declenfion,  by 
^  which  to  know  the  genders  of  fubftan- 
live  nouns.  In  fbort,  Ibis  book  is  fo 
complete,  that,  were  it  properly  taught, 
the  learner  would  have  ufe  for  little 
more  grammar  than  a'full  explanation  of 
the  verbs,  with  Tome  talte  of  profody. 
Tbefe  Rudiments  are  Englifh  and  Latin, 
that  mafters  might  chufe  either  or  both 
for  the  pupiU 

The  world  was  obliged  to  this  author 
^terwards  for  a  full  fyftem  of  Latin 
grammar,  in  Latin,  intending  that  boys 
fhoukl  have  fom'e  confiderable  knowledge 
i  of  that  language,  before  it  was  put  into 
their  bands:  and  being  perfuad^,  with 
many  others,  that  verfe  is  more  eafily  got 
by  heart  and  retained  than  profe,  he  gave 
US  his  rules  in  hexameter'meafure,  which 
require  but  fmal^  pains  in  the  teacher  to 
make  them  be  wcU  underltood.  But, 
bccaufe  he  forefaw  thatobjedfons  migb( 
be  made  to  thefe  rules,  he  fubjoined  t 
glofs  in  j;>lain  and  tafy  Latin. 

This  IS  not  all.  As  he  was  very  feu- 
fible  of  the  difficulty  and  co(uouiMis  of 
this  elegant  laogua^,  be  did  not  think 
he  had  yet  done  enough  to  explain  it, 
and  therefore  added  many  learned  and 
ingenious  notes  and  obfervatioos,  which 
he  has  left  us  in  his  larger  grammar.  | 
fliall  only  give  this  inftance  of  what  1  fay: 
He  there  ^feryes  WaXjtmllis  tut  gene¬ 
rally  refers  to  the  manners,  and^fwiV/i 
tihi  to  the  fhape  and  perfoh.  Can  any 
one  write  Latin,  with  any  propriety,  tiu 
he  be  acquainted  with  fuch  ob&rvaUqns  : 
Notwit bftandiog  Jhcfii  diftiogulfhcd 


performances,  foroe  teachers  of  ^atlii 
have  lately  taken  upon  them  todepr^lati^ 
Mr  Ruddiman*s  works,  and  to  give  us 
(ketches,  which,  they  would  perfuade  us, 
will  make  hkiys  acquire  that  language 
wit  h  far  greater  facilit y.  W ith  this  pre¬ 
tence  is  now  pobUihed  what  is  called,* 
The  Principles  of  Latin  and  EnglifK 
Grammar,  in  EnglUh.  Though  I  (hould 
allow  for  once,  what  I  will  not  grant, 
that  Mr  Ruddiman's  hexameter  rule& 
ought  to  be  laid  afide,  aa  abflrufe,  atul 
what  not,  will  not  the  world  be  as  wolf 
appointed  with  his  glofs  as  with  Mr. 
Adam's'  Englifh  rules  in  profe,  which 
will  be  found  nothing  but  a  tranflatioii 
of  it,  or  a  tranlcript  of  his  rules  in  the 
Rudiments?  But  nvhy  trouble  tops  /<?, 
read  a  glqfi  in  Latin,  •vohen  be  has  it 
in  his  o*wn  language  ?  1  anfwcr  by 
another  queftlon.  Why  give  them  Latiii 
authors  to  read,  when  they  have  tranfla^^ 
tions  of  them  ?  When  they  are  perufing 
Mr  Ruddiman's  grammar,  whether  verf^ 
or  profe,  they  afe  always  advancing  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  Latin,  the  objed  in, 
view.  Neither  can  1  allow  that  the  termji 
will  be  more  intelligible  In  Englifh  thaii| 
in  Latin;  for will o^s eafily 
underdo^  as  adjective ;  z,  relative  as 
little  known  as  relativum*  Latin  words 
muft  in  efied  be  ufed.  But  Mr  Adam^i 
plan  •will  make  every  thing  go  oh 
fmooth  and  caff*  It  may  be  k>;  ftill 
Mr  Kuddimvi's  grammar  will  certainly 
have  the  advantage  in  the  refpeds  now 
mentioned.  Mr  Ruddiman  has  put  his 
re//f//Wwbere  itfhouldbe:  Mr  Adam 
has  referved  his  till  near  the  end.  Will 
any  teacher  follow  this  method  ?  Indeed 
any  one  who  cpnfiders  it  with  attention 
win  find  that  Mr  Adam  has  done  little 
more  than  copied  Mr  Ruddiman,  and 
mull  think  it  ungenerous  in  biih,  to  fb^ 
no  worfe,  to  endeavour  to  fnatch  tbsf 
laurels  which  beloog  to  ^hat  great  man, 

I  muft  own,  however*  that  Mr  A^am  hat 
fometimes  ventured  to  leave  Mr  Ruddi¬ 
man,  and  to  ^and  upon  his  oiyn  legs. 
Let  us  fee  how  he  hat  acquitted  hiinklf 
without  this  e^Hent  guide.  I  give  a 
very  few  infUnces.  Mif  Adam  |ivet  us 
domus  or  domi  without  any  diftm^ion : 
h{r  Ruddiman  tells  us  dotnf,  fignifies  al¬ 
ways  at  home.  In  the  cbpjuxation  of  all 
bis  regular  verbs  he  has  taught  us  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Amarem,  I  might  love;  e£e^  «- 
maturUfS,  to  be  about  \o  \oit\  Jut 
matus^  fuiffe  amatus,  iri  amaltfm.

The  fituation  of  Sparta  required  that 
her  citizens  ihould  be  regularly  difei- 
olined,  and  trained  to  military  exercife. 
burrounded  with  a  numerous  group  of 
petty  ftates,  ever  ready  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  her  w  eaknefs,  it  became  necefla- 
ry  that  her  ilihabitants,- of  whatever  rank 
or  condition,  fhould  be  prepared  and 
able  to  make  a  ftout  refiftance  againft 
every  attempt  made  by  the  enemy  to 
conquer  their  territories,  or  enflave  their 
country.  The  flame  of  liberty  alfu  kind¬ 
led  in  the  breaft  of  every  Spartan,  made 
him  determined  to  Live  Free,  or  die 
in  defence  of  the  caufe. 

Agreeable  to  this  neceflity,  and  this 
principle,  the*  Spartans  were  educated  in 
all  that  military  enthufiafm  and  contempt 
of  death,  which  rendered  them  the  dread 
of  their  enemies.  Their  boys  were  /«- 
to  torments,  and  even  from  th«ir 
infancy  were  accuftomed  to  be  whipt  un¬ 
til  the  blood  giiflied  out  of  the  wounds; 
and  taught  to  fmilc  with  complacency  at 
the  purple  torrent.  The  Spartan 
men  would  have  been  afhamed  of  pro¬ 
ducing  fuch  an  animal  as  an  Englijh 
Maccaroni  r  they  brought  forth  heroes 
for  the  clolet,  the  fenate,  and  the  field. 
W’hilft  this  fpirit  predominated,  the 
Spartans  wxrc  independent;  they  were 
free,  they  were  happy.  When  this  fpirit 


evaporated,  a  liflTeflhefs,  languor*  and 
indifference  for  public  concerns  prevailed; 
their  nerves  were  unftrung,  owing  to 
their  minds  being  contaminated  with 
luxury,  and  they  l^came  an  cafy  prey  to 
their  enemies. 

The  fame  caufc  produced  the  fame 
dfedt  amongfl  the  Romans, 

A  writer  on  the  rife  and  fall  of  the  Ro¬ 
man  empire,  has  accurately  inveftigated 
the  cauies  of  that  empire’s  dedenfion;  he 
has  marked  the  gradual  introdudion  of 
luxury;  has  (hewn  its  movements  thro* 
every  minute  branch,  every  fibre  of  the 
body  politic,  and  has  clearly  pointed  out 
the  e^e^  it  had  in  the  downfil  of  the 
weltem  empire.  I  intend  not  to  recapi¬ 
tulate  that  writer’s  argument;  fuflice  it 
to  fay,  he  has  eftabliihed  hts  fa^ts  upon 
fure  data,  even  upon  experience,  which 
renders  his  reafoning  quite  conclufive. 

Thus  then  it  appears  that  luxury  aifedta 
in  a  different  manner. 

States  addified  lo  arts^  or 
States  addiRed  to  arms  : 
but  that  it  effe^ually  deftroys  hotht  by 
deftroying  that  vigour  of  mind  nccei- 
fary  to  make  a  proficiency  in  the  fine 
arts;  and  that  hardy  robujlnefs  of  body  ^ 
as  well  as  vigour  of  mind,  with  which  in 
ftates  like  Athens  and  Rome,  addi^ed  to 
arms  as  well  as  artF,  it  is  neceflary  that 
the  inhabitants  fhould  be  furnifhed,  in 
order  to  preferve  their  political  cxiftence* 

If  this  fubjeift  wanted  any  farther  il- 
luftration,  we  need  but  take  a  curfory 
fiirvey  of  modern  Greece  compared  with 
the  antient.  What  floth  !  what  fupine- 
nefs !  what  an  indolent  dragging  on  of 
life !  Can  thefe  be  the  defeendants  of 
thofe  more  than  mortal  heroes  who 
fought  at  Marathon^  and  whofe  (hades 
infpired  the  Grecian  orator  with  this 
thunder  of  pcrftiafivc  eloquence  !  For¬ 
bid,  it  heaven  !  for  their  fathers  fakes. 
Yet  nature  has  not  been  lefs  bountiful 
to  the  modern  than  the  antient  Greeks; 
their  faculties  are  not  lefs  excellent,  their 
memories  lefs  retentive,  nor  their  judg¬ 
ments  lefs  acute.  No !  the  canker-* 
worm  Luxury  hath  fed  upon  them,  and 
in  time  hath  corroded,  and  aTmoft  quite 
defaced  each  mental  excellence.  The 
fad  is,  that  the  mind  like  the  body  has 
its  ripening  time;  and  as  exercife  gives 
ftren^h  to  our  limbs ^  fo  conftant  habit 
and  exertion  ftrengthens  our  faculties  '^ 
enlarges  our  intelleds,  and  fubjeds  all 
nature  to  their  power.

ExtraCl  of  a  letter  from  Rome,  elated 
May  22. 

“  My  defign  is  to  iivform  you  of  the 
c^rrcmony  ot  a  late  marriage,  which  was 
as  great  as  that  of  a  prince  indeed.  The 
chevalier,  with  lord  C — 11,  and  five  fer- 
vants,  left  Rome  incog,  and  came  to 
Miccrati,  from  whence  lord  C — 11  fet 
out  for  Loretto,  where  he  received  the 
princefs,  an  amiable  lady  of  twenty  years 
of  age :  He  brought  her  to  Macerati,  and 
flayed  there  till  Eafter  Sunday  at*  night, 
when  they  fet  out  for  the  palace  of  count 
dc  Spada,  whofe  brother  is  in  the  cheva¬ 
lier’s  fervicc,  and  the  next  day  arrived  in 
Rome.  Their  entry  into  Rome  was  as 
follows:  Firft,  four  couriers — chevalier’s 
poft  chaife — then  the  princefs’s  coach 
and  fix,  followed  by  two  other  poft- 
chaifes — the  chevalier  and  the  princefs 
in  their  coach,  followed  by  two  coaches 
and  fix,  wnih  the  cardinal’s  attendants. 
The  concourfc  of  people  at  the  caval¬ 
cade  was  really  furprifing.  Cardinal 
York  paid  a  vifit  to  the  princefs  next 
morning,  had  a  conference  with  her  for 
an  hour,  and  made  her  a  prefent  of  a 
gold  fnuff-box,  fet  with  diamonds  of 
great  value;  but  the  outfide,  beautiful 
as  it  was,  was  nothing  in  comparifon  of 
the  beauty  within :  it  contained  an  or¬ 
der  upon  his  banker  for  40,000  Roman 
crowns,  nearly  equal  to  io>,oool.  fterling, 
with  a  fettlement  of  4000 1.  a- year  upon 
her.

EDINBURGH  AMUSEMENT 


His  Prufiian  majefty  is  to  make  a  grand 
review  of  all  his  troops,  in  the  neigh- 
hourhood  of  Berlin,  on  the  30th  and  31ft 
inftant. 

I.etters  from  Dantzick  fay,  that  there 
are  no  lefs  than  1 30,000  forcign.comba- 
tants  in  the  kingdom  of  Poland,  now 
living  on  the  witals  of  that  unhappy 
country. 

The  laft  letters  from  Hamburgh  advife, 
that  the  famous  marlhal  of  the  confe¬ 
derates  of  Poland,  Pulawlky,  was  lately 
fnrprlfed  and  taken  at  Lubienier  in  Si* 
leli.i,  by  the  Pruflian  major  de  Reitzen- 
itein,  who  fent  him  *to  Potfdam,  from 
xvtience  he  will  probably  l)e  fent  to  War- 
fa  w,  where  he  will  meet  with  hispunilh- 
inenl,  ualefs  he  can  clear  himfelf  from 
the  accufation  laid  againft  him  of  being 
the  author  of  the  attempt  which  was 
m  ide  againft  the  life  of  the  king  of  Po¬ 
land. 

It  is  faid  that  Great  Britain  has  at 
length  come  into  the  meafures  of  the 
emperor,  the  emprefs  of  RuOii,  and  the 
king  of  PruiTia,  regarding  Poland;  and 
that  the  chief  advantage  to  be  derived  by 
us  from  this  acceftion,  is  refpedting  Ha¬ 
nover  and  Ofnaburgh;  the  fafety  of 
which  being  guaranteed  on  any  future 
war,  we  may  avoid  all  future  continental 
belligerent  coime(ftions. 

They  write  from  the  Hague,  that  a 
loan’^'or  a  very  confuierable  fum  is  ne- 
j  gociatiug  among  the  merchants  there  for 
the  king  i)f  Prufila. 

I'he  ^^lne  letters  add,  that  matters  be¬ 
ing  fettled  with  the  Algerines,  the  addi¬ 
tions!  reinforcement  of  four  men  of  war 
intended  for  the  Mediterranean,  arc  or¬ 
dered  for  the  Eaft-Indies. 

Letters  from  Amfterdam  mention,  that 
a  lean  of  five  millions  of  livres  has  lately 
Wen  advanced  by  the  merchants  of  that 
place,  for  the  fcrvicc  of  the  court  of 
Verfailles. 

•  It  is  reported,  that  a  certain  unhappy 
lady  abroad  has  lately  wrote  foinc  very 
atfedting  letters  to  a  great  perfonage,  in 
which  fhe  ftrongly  denies  any  criminality 
of  condiidt,  and  earncftly  fupplicates 
leave  to  return  to  her  native  country. 

Some  difpatches  of  a  very  important 
nature,  are  preparing  at  the  i^retary*8 
ofBcc  for  the  court  of  Copenhagen.  It 
is  Paid  they  will  be  carried  by  a  perfon 
of  diftindtion,  who  is  to  demand  an  ex¬ 
plicit  anfwer  w'ithin  ten  day^  after  his 
arrival. 

The  public  prints  have  for  feme  time 
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been  extremely  bufy  in  circulating  re¬ 
ports  againft  the  behaviour  of  the  go¬ 
vern  mein,  for  not  communicating  the 
particulars  of  the  late  revolution  in  Den¬ 
mark,  efpecially  fuch  circumftances  as 
relate  to  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  a  great 
hdy,  to  the  kingdom.  Yet  if  we  con-  » 
fulerdhe  matter  ferioully,'  with  what 
tingle  advantage  could  fuch  a  communi* 
cation  W  attended?  If  Ibc  was  guilty, 
what  could  it  do  but  difttefs  or  ditgrace 
us  ?  If  the  was  innocent,  what  fatisfac* 
tory  proof  could  be  obtained  of  that  in¬ 
nocence,  when  every  proof  to  vindicate 
her  charadler,  rnuft  be  furnithed  bv  the 
very  people  w'lio  punith  her  for  being 
criminal?  In  this  point,  at  leaft,  the  mi- 
nilh’y  have  therefore  adted  jinlicioiifly, 
and  prudently  declined  to  gratify  ourcu- 
riofity  at  the  expence  of  our  reputation* 

We  learn  from  Turin,  that  prayers 
have  been  offered  up  in  all  the  churches 
there  for  the  prefervatioa  of  the  king; 
who  had  a  very  dangerous  return  of  hit 
diforder  on  the  16th  of  laft  month. 

An  edidl  w'as  publilhed  at  Genoa,  a 
few  weeks  ago,  to  prevent  the  exj^nfive 
wear  of  jewels,  trinkets,  &c.  and  to  con¬ 
fine  both  men  and  women  to  one  fet, 
both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  penalty 
on  the  men  for  tranfgrcfiing  it*,  the  firll 
time,  4<>crown5;  for  the  lecond  60,  and 
for  the  third  100.  With  rcfpedf  to  the 
ladies  and  children,  for  the  firft  t)tTcncc 
they  are  to  be  confined  two  months  to 
their  chamber,  and  if  found  to  be  abroad 
within  the  time,  to  pay  40  crowns;  for 
the  fecond  offence  to  be  confined  three 
months,  under  the  penalty  of  60 crowns; 
and  for  the  third  offence  four  months 
confinement,  under  -the  penalty  of  loo 
crowns.  .  During,  the  confinement  of  the 
ladies  or  children,  they  are  not  to  re¬ 
ceive  vifits  from  any  perfons  except  their 
parents,  or  relations  in  the  firft  degree  ; 
and  any  others  attempting  to  vifit  them 
are  to  W  fined  from  25  to  50  crowns,  at 
the  diferetion  of  the  magiftrates. 

Private  letters  from  Paris,  brought  by 
a  gentleman  juft  arrived  in  England  from 
that  capital,  fay,  that  fomething  very  ex¬ 
tra ordinary  is  on  the  carpet;  that  the 
ambaffidors  of  Spain,  Portugal,  and  Sar¬ 
dinia,  are  daily  holding  conferences  with 
the  miniftry  at  Verfailles,  after  which, 
couriers  are  difpatched  to  their  refped'ive 
courts.  The  fame  letters  fay,  that  the 
Englifh  ambaffador  has  a  ftiidt  eye  upon 
t|iem,  but  is  oot  admitted  to  the  cooful- 
tfttioni. 
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It  is  confidently  affirmed,  that  feme  fe- 
cret  advices  have  been  received,  rclj)e(5t- 
inp  the  apparent  delipns  of  a  cert.ou 
neighbouring  power  to  dtfiurb  the  peace 
of  our  lelilcments  in  India.*

The  meafure  fo  often  propofed  for 
keeping  a  proper  force  in  the  Mediterra¬ 
nean,  ib  at  length  adopted;  and  Ibmc  of 
tlie  fti’ps  MOW  preparing  at  bis  majefty’a* 
dock- yards  are  for  that  purpofe. 

The  Venetian  ambilTador  has  made 
a  formal  demand  of  the  goods  imported' 
under  his  aufpices,  and  fince  feized  by  a 
fpecial  order  of  the  trcafury\  But  his 
excellency  was  peremptorily  told;  that 
as  his  Britannic  majefty  would  counte¬ 
nance  no  infringements  of  the  Venetian 
law’s  in  his  minifter  at  Venice,  fo  would 
he  not  futfer  the  minifter  of  that  republic 
to  violate,  with  impunity,  the  laws  of 
Great  Britain.  And  alfo,  that  his  ma¬ 
jefty  meant  this  refoUition  to  extend  to 
all  his  fervants  in  every  foreign  court, 
and  to  the  miniftrr  of  every  power  now 
or  hereafter  rcfident  kere. 

Should  lord  Hiliroonnigh  re.ally  retire, 
we  are  told  that  lord  Clare,  who  has  al¬ 
ready  prefided  at  the  board  of  trade,  wilf 
lx;  appointed  his  fuccelTor,  Being  a  noble¬ 
man  of  diftinguiihed  abilities,  and  per- 
feiitly  converiant  w-ith  bufinefs.  Lord 
Clare  is  now  poffellcd  of  an'  Irifh  vice- 
tfcalurerlhip,  w  hich  is  deemed  a  iinecure 
ofaocol-  a  year,  and  therefore  the  A- 
merican  fecretaryibip  ot  ftate  flmuld  be 
valuable  indeed,  to  compenlate  for  the 
immenfe  fatigue  with*  w  hich  it  is  notori- 
oiilly  attended. 

'Fhe  fecretaryibip  of  ftate  for  America 
is  one  of  the  moll  conlidcrable  employ¬ 
ments  in  the  gift  of  the  crown;  it  has 
the  nomination  to  all  the  civil  offices  in 
c\Tr>'  part  of  the  Britifh  dominions. be¬ 
yond  the  Atlantic,  and  the  revenue  of. 
thefe  amount,  upon  a  moderate  compu^ 
taUon,  to  100,000 1.  a- year.

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Above  10,000  families  are  already 
fettled  from  the  Britifli  dominions  upon 
the  Ohio  in  North-America,  near  the 
country  of  the  Illinois,  a  grant  of  which 
has  lately  been  made  to  Mr  Walpole  and 
his  alfiKiates.

1  refolution  of  advancing  300,000 1.  in  fup- 
port  of  the  above  Scots  bank,  the  ftcuri- 
ty  offered  them  being  approved  of,  which 
occafioned  the  ftop  in  the  aforelaid  cir¬ 
culation  of  annuities. 

The  commiffion  of  bankruptcy  taken 
out  againft  Meffrs  Glynn  and  Halifax 
W.18  yefterday  fuperfeded,  and  they  v^ill 
b'.gui  to  puy  next  Monday. 

Yeflcrd^y  a  motion  was  made  in  the 
cour»  of  exchequer  in  behalf  of  the 
crown,  relative  to  an  extent  laid  by  bis 
majefty  on  the  effeds  of  a  late  bankrupt 
partirjrfh’p.  It  was-  fubmitted  to  the 
c  urt,  that  tl'.c  partners  had  received  to 
the  amount  of  ao,ooof.  t  *■’  the  land  l^ix 
Icvivd  in  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called 
Scotland,  and  ra.v/i.  of  the  duties  on 
windows  and  lights  colleded  hi  the 
county  of  Middlefcx.  I'he  counfcl  there¬ 
fore  prayed,  that,  as  by  the  bankrupt  ads 
the  affignees  had  poffcffed  themfclves  of 
the  effeds  in  queftion,  the  court  might 
make  an  order  to  reftrain  them  from 
crfibtzxling  or  making  an  improper  a^ 
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plication  of  thefe  effeds,  until  the  tni€ 
dellination  of  them  was  legally  deter¬ 
mined. 

The'Adelphi  buildings  were,  it  is  faidf 
mortgaged  for  a  loiin  of  70,000  1.  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  late  unhappy  failurcl  of  th« 
banks;  and  it  is  faid  that  the  architeds 
had  laid  out  as  much  more  upon  them; 
fo  that  in  the  courfc  of  five  years  thefe 
gentlemen  expended  140,000 1.  to  raife 
palaces  upon  an  offenlive  heap  of  mud» 
and  circulated  an  immenfe  fum  to  make 
a  palpable  nuifance  a  principal  ornament 
of  the  metropolis. 

Expreffes  have  been  fent  over  to  a  ob¬ 
tain  bankrupt,  informing  him,  that  ap¬ 
plication  will  be  made  for  him  to  the 
French  court,  if  he  does  not  appear  ta 
kis  fiatute;  in  confequetice  of  which,  we 
hear,  he  intends  retiring  to  Holland,  and 
getting  himfelf  naturalized  in  one  of  the 
provinces. 

Bets  arc  ten  to  one  that  a  certain  ban¬ 
ker  will  not  appear  to  bis  llatute* 

Among  the  various  inffances  of  diffrefs ^ 
occafioned  by  the  late  failures  in  the 
city,  the  following  is  particularly  unfor* 
tunate. — An  officer,  who  had  remarka* 
bly  diftinguiflied  himfelf  during  the  laft 
war.  Upon  the  conclufion  of  it  returned 
home  with  the  rank  of  captain,  and  wa# 
foon  after  reduced.  A  fum  of  inoiTey» 
however,  which  he  obtained  by  his  mi¬ 
litary  fuccefles,  enabled  him,  with  ht« 
half-pav,  to  fupport  himfelf  and  his  wife 
tolerably  well ;  fince  that  time  hts  fami¬ 
ly  has  b^en  increaled  with  the  addition 
of  feven  children,  all  of  whom,  except 
the  eldeft  fon,  are  now  left  deftitutc, 
and,  with  their  parents,  overwhelmed 
with  defpair,  in  confequcnce  of  their 
father  having  been  prevailed  upon  t9 
take  his  whole  fortune  out  of  the  public 
funds,  and  place  it,  a  few  months  ago, 
in  the  hands  of  a  late  failing  banker. 

Hiftory  obferves,  that  when  mount# 
of  piety  or  charitable  funds  took  place 
in  Italy,  no  lets  than  twelve  banks  of 
Jewilh  ufiircrs  foon  failed.  A  few  fpeh 
inkitutioiTs  in  England  would  leflen  the 
number  of  unchriftian  ufurers  and  pawn-; 
brokers.
